; Newgate, holden for the ſaid City and County of Mid- 
Aleſex) at Juſtice- Hall in the Old- Bailey, on Nedneſday, 
ET burſday, Friday and Saturday, being the 3d, 4th, 5th, 


nd 6th of December, 1729, in the third Year of his 
Majeſty's Reign. 


Six Men, viz. James Drummond, Adam Marſh, Wil- 
am Cauſtin, Feoffrey Younger, Peter Coffey and Fervis 
WR bodes; and two Women, viz. Elizabeth Mills, and Mary 
r, were by the Jury found Guilty of capital Crimes, 
Ind receiv'd Sentence of Death. 
They were exhorted to prepare for Death, from Rev. 
4. 13. 4nd heard a Voice from Heaven, ſaying, write, 
Bl:/:d are the Dead which die in the Lord, from hence- 
rib: yea, ſaith the Spirit, that they may reſt from their 
Labours, and their Works do follow them. I ſhew'd them 
Phat it is to die, and that in the Lord, Whether Men 
Sc in a proſperous or adverſe State, they are all liable 
J the inevitable Stroke of Death, and this the Apoſtle 
$211; the Diſſolution of this Houſe of our earthly Ta- 
Pernacle, 2. Cor. 5. 1. But then, although our corrup- 
ble Bodies return into the Duſt, from whence the 
me, yet our Souls, which are of a nobler Subſtance 
Ind ſpiritual Nature, and in that Reſpect Partakers of 
e Divinity, do not periſh with the Body, but depart 
to permanent and eternal Regions: And this has been 
e Belief of all Mankind, that the Souls are Immortal, as 
Ippears from the Gods whom the Heathens worſhipped, 
"Which we cannot ſuppoſe them to have done, had they 
Dot believed them to he ſtill exiſting in a future State, But 
Je have a more ſure Word of Prophecy than this, ſince

Hour of Death, a joyful Serenity ariſeth in our Minds, 
from the Reflection upon the Innocency of our paſt 
Life, in Conformity to Chriſt Jeſus, who was Meek 
and Lowly, Gentle and eaſy to be intreated; who 
was in a tranſcendant Manner poſſeſs'd of all thoſe 
Virtues and Perfections, which adorn his Diſciples and 
Followers, and render .them Happy in Life and Death 
in Time, and to all Eternity. I ſhew'd them, that the 
Bkflſedneſs of thoſe who die in the Lord, conſiſts in the 
Souls being, immediately after Death, and the Bodies, 
by their Re-union to the Souls at the Day of Judg- 
| ment, being made perfectly bleſs'd in the immediate 
Viſion and Enjoyment of Almighty God, the Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghoſt to all Eternity.

I inform'd them, how they were dedicated to God in 
| Baptiſm, and what ſolemn Vows they had then made, 
to addict themſelves wholly to the Service of God, but 
| they having broken thoſe Engagements in divers Reſpects 
that it was Incumbent upon them, before they left this 
| World, to renew themſelves by Repentance, and de- 
voutly to receive the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, 
where Chriſt communicates his Love to the faithful

While theſe and many like Exhortations were given, 
all of them who . attended behay'd very Gravely .in 
Chapel, but did not ſhow thoſe outward Signs of Re- 
pentance, which ought to appear in Men, who were 
in their dangerous and deplorable Circumſtances, 

Adam Marſh never came to Chapel but once or twice,

Peter Coffey, of St. Michael Baſſihaw, for feloniouſly

two Months after Date, dated the zoth of June, payable 
to John Gardner, for Value receiv'd, by Indorſing upon 
the Back of the ſaid Note, Pay the Contents to the Hearer 
hereof. John Gardner, July 11. 

And Fervis Rhodes, of St. Giles's in the Fields, for 
aſſaulting Elizabeth Kent on the Highway, and taking 
from her a Cotton Handkerchief, value 6 d. dia N d. 
in Money, November 2. receiv d his Majeſty's moſt 
gracious Reprieve. The remaining four, vis. James 
Drummond, Adam Marſh, William Cauſtin, and Feoffrey 
Younger, were order'd for Execution. 

James Drummond, of Stepney, was Indicted for aſſault- 
ing Jacob Wakeling, Jun. on the High-way, and taking 
from him a Silver Watch, value 41. a Seal, value 1d. 
and 4s. in money, together with a Cane, value 1s. and 
an Iron Key, value 1d. the 29th of O&ober laſt, 

James Drummond, was a 2d time Indicted for aſſault- 
ing and robbing William Iſgrigg on the Highway, and tak- 
ing from him 16 Guineas, 7 half Guineas, 3 broad 
Pieces, 1 Moidore, about 20 s. in Silver, and a Silver— 
watch, value 2 1. OFober the 29th. 

Fames Drummond, about 40 years of Age, born in 
the Country, came to London with his Parents, when he 
was 3 years Old. His Father was a Sailor and liv'd in 
Mapping, he Died and left him Young, and his Mother 
being Poor, could not put him to School, by which 
means he hid no Education, When of Age, he went 
to Sea, and became a Sailor, and having been a diligent 
and expert Man, in the practical Part of Navigation, 
he had conftant Buſineſs. He married a Wife, whom he 
commended for an honeſt ſober Woman, and by whom 
he had five poor Children alive, which gave him a great 
Uneafineſs. He ſerv'd on Board ſome of his Majeſty's 
Ships, having been in the Fleet which went up the 
Bali, and were upon the Coaſts of Sweden, and of 
the Swediſh Provinces, Cor quer'd by the Muſcovites, and 
he likewiſe ſerv'd in the Fleet, which beat the Spaniards 
upon the Coaſt of Sicily in the Mediteranean, and he 
was Cockſwain in the Admiral's Ship, when the Fleet 
went to the Coaſt of Spain, 3 or 4 Years ago. He ſaid, 
that by his being always Employ'd, he got abundance 
of Money to ſubſiſt his Family, and that he had no oc- 
caſion to follow wicked Courſes, having very good cre- 


dit and Buſineſs to maintain his Family. For when he 


was at Home, and not engaged in any Voyage, he was 
commonly employ'd in aſſiſting to fit and Reek out Ships 
in the River. And of late not inclining to go to Sea, 
for fear of being Preſs'd on Board one of His Majeſty's 


Ships; be went about in the Country with his Wife, ang 


ſold China and ſmall Goods; this being the Employ- 
ment which ſhe follow'd, when he was at Sea; and in 
this way (hie ſaid) they gain'd abundance, of Money, 
and were in very good Credit; for the Gentleman he 
had Dealings with would have truſted him to the value 
of 100 l. upon his Word; and the People in the Neigh-

bourhood, where he liv'd, ſaid, that he bore 3 we 
good Character, and took a great deal of Paine, w 
waintain his Fawily,z and that they were all mig 
Surpriz d to hear, that he had committed a Robbery on 
the Highway, being what they leaſt expected of lin 
who always liv'd in good Reputation; both he and his 
Wife having had Credit to a conſiderable Value, a; be- 
ing reputed honeſt People, and of a good Character, by 
every body in the Place where they liv'd. He (jd 
further, that he never was a Thief, nor Diſhoneſt, but 
lov'd to give every one their Own; and that he livd te. 
gularly, went to Church, and kept a Sober quiet Houſe; 
that he did not uſe to Drink to Exceſs, that he never 
kept Company with lewd Women, and did not Swear 
much, which are the Vices commonly incident to ſuch 
unfortunate Wretches. As to the two Robberies of 
which he was Convicted and for which he Died, he 
own'd, that Jacob TWakeling Jun. met him and his Brother 
on Horſeback, as he was going to Bow, between 10 and 
11 at Night the 29th of Odsber laſt, that Mr. Vale. 
ling unwilling to deliver his Money, he pull'd out a 
Piſtol, and that his Brother drew a Sword and prick'd 
him in the Arm, that then he took his Watch and 4s, 
in Money, and the other things mention'd in the Indid- 
ment; and when Mr, TWWakeling purſu'd and took him, 
with the Aſſiſtance of the Watch, he own'd, that he 
ſhot his Piſtol under his Arm, and that his Brother alſo 
who was on Horſeback, ſhot his Piſtol at Mr. Wakeling 
and the Watch, and then made his Eſcape. He faid allo 
that they robb'd Mr. I/zrigg the ſame Night of his 
Watch, and the Money mention'd in the Indictment; 
and that all the Evidences on both Inditments declar'd 
| preciſely what was true, and that he could not blame 
them in the leaſt point, with reſpect to what they ſaid 
againſt him, I ask'd him, what mov'd him to go out 
and rob upon the Highway, he having been a Sober 
Man in the preceeding part of his Life? He declar d as 
a Dying Man, that ſuch a thought never enter'd into 
his Mind, but that upon the Day mention'd in the In- 
dictments, upon which he committed the two Robberies; 
he was working upon a Ship on the other Side of the 
Water, his Brether came and importun'd him to leave his 
Work, which he did with great Reluctancy; and then 
| they went to a Publick Houſe, where they drank very 
extravagantly, till he became Fuddled to a high pitch. 
The main Subject of his Brother's Diſcourſe was, ad. 
viſing him to go along and commence Highwayman with 
him, for that there was no fear of Danger, it having 
been the main Trade or Buſineſs he had, and ſtill with 
Safety followed for ſome Years paſt. By this dme 
Drummond being intoxicated with Liquor Cas he ſaid)to 
the higheſt Degree, he had ever been in his Life, for 
which, without further confideration, and having 
neither Grace nor Fore-thought at that Time, he mou?” 


to his Feet, as Occaſion offer'd, and attack the Foot 


ted the Horſe behind his Brother, on deſign to take himſelf. 


Paſſengets, by Direction, and under the Protection of 
his Brother, who was to be his Safeguard, as being well 
Mounted and Arm'd. They proſecuted their Deſign ac- 
cordingly, and with the Succeſs, as above narrated, the 
Horſeman eſcaping, and poor Drimmond, the moſt In- 
nocent bf the two, falling a Victim to the Deviliſh 
Connfel of his vile Brother. He faid, that his Brother 
was à very wicked Man, that he formerly had been a 
Chapmaa in ſome Northern Town, but either failing 
in his Buſineſs, or willing to barter Commodities at an 
eaſier rate, than the ordinary way of Exchange and 
Trade, he had applied himſelf to the Highway, for four 
if not Six or Seven Years paſt, and that he was the ſole 
Inſtrument of his Ruin. He own'd the Juſtice of his Sen- 
tence according to Law, but ſaid, that he had never 
been Thief or Robber, excepting the two Facts for 
which he died. He lamented much for the Diſgrace he 
brought upon himſelf, his Wife, Children and Relati- 
ons, and hop'd, that the World wonld not upbraid them 
with his Crimes and ignominious Death. All the Time 
he was under Sentence, he behav'd with much Gravity 
and appearrent Devotion, and was very attentive to 
Prayers and Exhortations, whether in Publick or Pri- 
vate. He hop'd to be ſavd by the Mercy of God, 
through the Merits of Jeſus Chriſt, ſeem'd Penitent for

all the Offences of his Life, particularly the Crimes of

which he was convicted, and died in Peace with all the 
World. | | 
William Cauſtin and Feoffrey Younger, of St. George, 
Hanover Square, were indicted for aſſaulting William 
Bowman on the Highway, and taking from him one 
Guinea and 12 5. in November laſt. | 
William Cauſtin, 36 Years of Age, had Education at 
a School in the Country, in reading and writing, 
and when of Age his Parents put him out 
Prentice to a Baker, to which Trade he ferv'd out his 
Time, and afterwards work'd Journey-work, and mar- 
ryda Wife, and for ſome Time he fet up for Maſter- 
Baker in ſome Place about the Town; but ſoon failing 
in his Buſineſs, he turn'd Journeyman again, and 
was very Diligent at his Work ; upon which Account he 
was eſteem'd by his Maſters, and needed not to be out 
of Buſineſs, having had the Reputation of an honeſt in- 
Ouſtrious Fellow. 7 | 
He ſaid, that his Wife, who died while he was un- 
der Sentence, had been long Sick upon his Hand, and 
he hinſelf out of Buſineſs for above a twelve Month, 
hich occaſion'd his going aſtray and joyning himſelf to 
dad Company, which prov'd his Ruin.

He ap- 
pear'd to have been a Fellow of an eaſy Temper, and 
therefore ſo much the Readier to comply with wicked 


and perniciotis Counſels. He ſaid, that the Highway 


Robbety for which he died, was the only AQ of Theft 
or . Robbery ever he committed in his Lite. He ae- 
knowledg'd the Juſtice of his Sentence, declar'd his 
Faith in Chriſt, his ſincere Repentance fot his many Of- 
fences, and that he forgave all the Injuries done him, 
as he expected Forgiveneſs from Almighty God, 

Feofſrey Younger, of St. George, Hanover-Square, 34 
Years of Age, born in Northamptonſvire, of honelt 


| Parents, who educated him :t School in reading and 
writing, to fit him for Buſineſs, and inſtructed him in 


the neceſſary Principles of Chriſtianity, When of Age, 
he went Prentice toa Baker in Northampton, and ſerv'd 
out his Time Honeſtly, with Approbation. Afterwards 
he ſerv'd in the Station of a Journeyman for ſome Time, 
and about ſeven Years ago he came to London, and here 
(as he ſaid) he never was out of Buſineſs, and got 
Plenty of Money to ſupply ſuch a Man as he was, and 
had the CharaQer of an honeſt induſtrious young Fellow, 
tillof late, hefell info a Set of bad Company, both 
Men and Women, who hurry'd him to his Deſtruction. 
He being conſtantly employ'd had Abundance of good 
Cloaths and Linnens, and upwards of ten Pounds in his 
Pocket; and then thinking himſelf too Good for Buſi- 
neſs, he follow'd idle Company, and went to Publick 
Houſes, and being acquainted with Bradley, the Evi- 
dence, one of his own Buſineſs, he took him to a Ga- 
ming Houſe, at the Back of the Town, and advisd 
him to venture his Money, which he readily did, in hopes 
of gaining more; but here he took a Tartar, for they 
were a Company of Sharpers, and at once trick'd and 
cheated him out of all his Money. Not having a Far- 
thing left, he had nothing to do, but Pitifully to lament 
His Companion 
comforted him, telling, that he would be as good as his 
Word, in putting him upon a way of recovering his 


Money, and getting much more. Then he advis'd him 


to go on the Highway with him, aſſuring him of Im- 
punity, for that they ſhould go to ſuch and ſuch Places, 
or Fields, where they were ſure to meet ſome rich Gen- 
tleman, of whom they were to take 801. from. Upon 
thoſe Aſſurances, he went with his Aſſociates upon 
their Adventures, and was preſent only at three Rob- 
beries, for the laſt of which he ſuffer d, and he did not 
receive for his Share of all he was concern'd in ſo much 
as two or three Guineas, for the 80 J. Chap never 
appear d. | 

He blam'd Bradley very much for leading him into 
this bad Way, for the Company where he loſt his Mo-

and addicted himſelf at once to Gaming, Whoring, 


Drinking, Idleneſs and Swearing. He profeſs'd a deep 


Grief and Sorrow for his Sins, and when he came to 


Chappel appear'd Grave and Devout; but moſt of the 


Time he was under Sentence, he was much affliited with 
Sickneſs, having been a Fellow of a low, timorous and 
poor Spirit, and tetribly frightened at the Approach of 


Death. He ſaid, that he never-thiev'd nor robb'd any | 


Perſon, excepting thoſe three Facts upon the Highway, 
of the laſt of which he was convicted, and for which he 
died. He profeſs'd his Faith of being ſav'd through the 
werits of Jeſus Chriſt; Declar'd that he was a true 


Penitent for all his Sins; and that he freely forgave all 


Injuries done him, as he expected Forgiveneſs from God; 
and he own'd the Juſtice of his Sentence, 

Adam Marſh, cf Harrow on the Hill, was Indicted for 
wickedly and willfully Burning, Conſuming and ſetting 
Fire to a Sheep-houſe and Stables, belonging to Villiam 
Newman, November the 6th. | 

Adam Marſh, about 24 years of Age, born at Harrow on 
the Hill, of mean Parents, who gave him no Education at 
School, and it may be preſum'd, that he was neither capable 
nor willing to receive any. He was bred to no Trade, but 
(when he was ſo well diſpos'd as to do any thing at all) 
work'd for the Farmers in the Country, His Father was 
try'd for the Murder of his Mother, about two Years ago, 
and was acquitted upon Account of his Lunacy, and is now 
kept in a Work-houſe, to prevent his doing further Miſchief ; 


he appear'd as an Evidence againft his Father upon his Tri- 


al. He was the Perſon who was into the Old Condemn'd 


Hold, when he was firſt Committed to Newgate, when Dyer 


and Dumbleton, then under Sentence of Death, (who were 
Executed on November the 21ſt, for a Street-Robbery) were 
detain'd in the ſame Place, and of whom it was told, that 
they rob'd Marſh of Wat Money he had, I ask'd Marſh if 
it was true as was Reported of them ? He affirm'd, that 
they took all the Money he had, which he ſaid, was ve 

little, But Dyer and Dumbleton being ask'd the ſame Queſti- 
on, ſaid, they tcok nothing from him, but gave him both 
Victuals and Drink; and hkewiſe ſaid, that Marſh being in 
Liquor that Night he firſt came to the Priſon, he made a 
grgat Noiſe, and diſturb'd them in their Devotion, and up- 
on that account they Reprov'd him; this was what they 


could be Expected. He did not deny, but he might hay: 
| ſpoke raſh Words, but utterly deny'd his actually commit.

give him, and the Night before he Died, he ſaid in a moſt

deny'd his ſetting Fire to Mr. Newman's Sheep-Houſe and 
Granges. The Character he bore was, That he was an Idle 
Thieviſh Fellow (for he us'd to pick up and fteal every 
thing he could get his Fingers on.) He was groſly Ignorant 
in Religious Matters. I endeavour'd what I could to In. 
ſtruct him in a private Way, but he was ſo dull of Capacit 
and Inattentive, appearing like a crazy mad Perſon, full of 
Malice and unwilling to receive any good Impreſſions, that 
whatever endeavours were us'd for that End, little Succeß 


ing the Fact.
